15.—(7)—Lidj Jeassu, the former 
emperor of Abyssinia, whd escaped 
last week from the captivity in 
which Emperor Haile Selassie had 
kept him for 15 years, has been re- 


captured. 

An official statement issued today 
by the Abyssinian foreign office said 
Lidj had fled into the hills of the 
Gojjam region pursued by Selassie’s 


troops. The army surrounded him 


and he was captured in a gorge 
north of the Blue Nile. Today, the 
statement said, he was brought back 
and handed over to the commanding 
officer of the emperor’s troops.

Georgia railroads. 

In addition to his duties as comp- 
troller, Mr. Vincent was auditor of 
the Atlanta Termina] Company. For 
several years, prior to 1900, a wus 
connected with the Southern Railway 
Company after that company had ab- 
sorbed the old S. F. & red railroad, of 
Charleston. 

Mr. Vincent’s recognition as an ex- 
pert railroad accountant was indicated 
in his election for several consecutive 
terms as chairman of the Southeast- 
ern Accounting conference, an organi- 
zation of accountants of all southern 
railroads.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 13.—(AP)—Fay Murray, president 
of the Nashville club of the Southern association, announced to- 
night that he plans to cut admission prices to games played in 
Nashville regardless of the action taken by other clubs of the 
association. 

Murray said that as a result of the tax imposed by congress on 
all baseball admission tickets costing more than 40 cents, he will 
cut his bleacher prices from 50 cents to 40 cents, to escape the 
tax and will pay the tax on grandstand seats, leaving the price for 
those tickets at 75 cents, tax paid.

When the opposing sides hold 
enough in honor-tricks and distribu- 


tiona] values to force their opponents 
too high in the bidding, often it is a 
question of realizing to the full the 
defensive values of the cards they hold 
that determines the issue of the “bat- 
tle.” It is not, generally speaking, 
enough to hold the cards to defeat 
the contract, unless it is routine mat- 
ter of taking in Aces and Kings. It 
is frequently a matter of timing the 
trick-taking so that, after winning a 
trick, you will not be compelled to 
make a‘ lead which will redound to 
the advantage of your opponents. 

The hand shown below was played 
in a recent Duplicate game in Madi- 
son, Wis. It was sent to me by Mrs. 
R. W. Bardwell, who sat North. Mrs. 
Bardwell and her partner in the South 
were the only players who found the 
means to defeat a contract of five 
spades, to which their opponents had 
rone over their five heart declaration.
